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5. We are now teaching a six-week Norwegian reading course. Under 
normal circumstances the Language School does not offer Norwegian, nor 
have we had any requests for it in recent years. We have teaching 
materials and tapes, however, and both of our Swedish instructors have 

a solid reading knowledge of the language . After a little more than 
a week, our Norwegian student appears to he progressing satisfactorily. 

6. Inquiries were made with several components to determine 
Persian language training requirements in future months. Both NE and 

I renlied that they expect to send us students in September. We 
also anticipate two or three full-time Swedish students in the fall, 
and at least one in Greek. Since we are perennially faced with the 
problem of low student enrollment in these languages, it is gratifying 
to have notification from the consumer this far in advance.
